tiuch  significance  should  not  be  placed  on  this  rise,  it  may 
well  be  coincidental  and  show  a decrease  next  year. 

The  birth  rate  also  shows  an  alteration.  After 

being  very  static  for  a few  years  it  shov/s  a definite  decrease, 
even  though  it  is  still  above  the  national  average.

PUBLIC  CLEANS HfG 

Refuse  Collection 

All  premises  in  the  area  are  collected  once  v/eekly  from  the  kerbside. 
All  domestic  premises  and  most  trade  premises  are  on  the  polythene  bag 
system,  which  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Has  continued  as  before  and  gave  rise  to  no  serious  problems. 
Discussions  with  adjoining  Authorities  to  establish  a Joint  Refuse 
Incinerator  finally  broke  down  and  were  terminated.
